We  expend 
much  of  our  energy  in  an  attempt  to  fatten  our  treasury  by  holding  bakes, 
dances,  etc.  Having  made  many  marvelous  memories,  another  year  is 
complete. 

September  1959,  and  here  we  are  as  "Jolly  Juniors",  tingling  with  ex¬ 
citement  and  anticipation,  for  this  is  to  be  one  of  the  biggest  and  best 
years  yet.

Billie  Lang  joins  the  ranks  of  the  cheerleaders,  and  football 
season  captures  the  spotlight.  "  The  Voice  of  the  Campus"  ,  the  Onancock 
High  School  newspaper,  is  passed  down  to  us  as  Juniors,  and  Kay  Drummond 
and  Riley  Bull  as  Co -Editors,  along  with  an  energetic  and  efficient  news 
staff  turn  it  into  a  priceless  publication.  Kitty  Grey  is  selected  to  serve  as 
Junior  Editor  on  the  staff  of  the  "Beacon" ,  and  Mary  Frances  Mears  is  elect¬ 
ed  Class  President  with  Vice-President,  John  Lambdin;  Secretary,  Kay 
Drummond;  Treasurer,  Jackie  Watson;  and  Reporter,  Linda  Watkinson  as 
able  assistants.
